FOR PEACE. 


ZCer. Wlllluiu Jonuri, uf London, Tolls 


Something: uf tltu Movomoiit of His 
Countryman 1'ur tlio Settlement of Intor- 
natlounl Disputes l>y Avhitrution. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Kov, William Jones, of 


London, was a guest at tbo Lcland Hotel 
Tuesday. Mr. Jones is the advanco guard of 
a delegation oil membors of Pnrllamont who 
will witbin a few days present to tbe Presi- 
dent of tho United States a memorial in favor 
of a general peace system throughout tbo 
world. Tho memorial is signed by 207 
members of tbo House of Commons, nearly 
one-third of that assembly, and tbe burden 
of tbo memorial is to tbo effect tbat a mu- 
tual arrangement shall be mado between 
Great Britain and tbo United States, by 
which all questions of dispute or difference 
between the two countries, which can not 
bo settled by diplomatic correspondence, 
shall bo settled by arbitration. 


Mr. Jones said that tbo delegation from tbo 


House of Commons bearing tbo memorial to 
tbe United States Government lo£t England 
on the Sth inst, and tibat on tbe return of 
tho President from bis Western tour tbo 
proposition would be submitted to him. 
His visit, be Bald, was simply for tbe pur- 
pose of working up as mueb public feeling 
on tbo subject as was possible. 


On being asked why tbe work of universal 


peace was not begun in England, Mr. Jones 
replied tbat tboso wbo believed with Mm 
wero of tho opinion tbat tbo initiative in 
this matter could more easily be taken by 
tbo United States tban in England, because 
In the United States tbere wero no aristo- 
cratic or military class maintained by tbe 
Government, and therefore the people would 
bo more apt to listen to tbe voieoof Individ- ' 
uals on tbls groat subject Said be: 


"In America you art) emancipated from those 


hindrances to » peaceful solution or Xutional 
Uifllciiltlcs, You Invc practically no military 
force, cxcupt such as is needed to police your 
Jrontieis, and 'you certainly have no aristo- 
cratic class, besides which you have- a more 
direct and oasy access to your Legislatures 
aad your President than Gre.it IJntain can ever 
hope to have. Presidents Grunt, Hayes, Gar- 
Held and Artnur have already spoken warmly 
in favor of this project, nnd in a recent conver- 
sation with President Cleveland lie cave aid 
KTOathopoto expect Ms earnest co-oiicrnticn 
Ja this peace movement."

Docapltiitlon. 


Tho Proyrcs Medical publishes a paper 


by Drs. Rognnrcl aud Loyo on tho exami- 
nation of tbo head and body of a couv.ct 
immediately after his decapitation by tho 
guillotins. 
Tho prisoner was calm to tho last and not 


pale, even wton his neck was fixed ready 
to receive tho fatal knife. Two seconds 
nftor decapitation the cheeks were still 
rosy tho eyes wide open, with moderate- 
ly dilated pupils, tlio mouth firmly closed. 
When a linger was placed closo to Olio oyo 
no change of expression took place, but on 
touching an oyo or.tlio tips of tho lashos 
during tho first flvo seconds, tho lids closed 
justas in life. This reflex action couid not 
bo excited from tho sixth second after do- 
capitation. Tlio jaws woro tightly closed 
and could not bo opened by mannal force. 
No similar contraction could bo detected 
in tbo trunk or extremities. Ono miuuto 
after death 
tho 
faces began to turn 


pale 
tbo 
trunk' 
remained 
flacid, 


tho 
carotids 
continuing 
to throw 


out blood remaining in tho circulatory 
area 
At tho end ot four minutes tho face 


was quite pale, the upper lids were halt 
closed, the jaws less firmly clenched than 
before. 
Tho knife passed through tho 


lower part of tbo fourth cervical vertebra. 


Those researches show that not a trace 


of consciousness remains two seconds aft- 
er beheading; thatrutlex movement of the 
cornea can bo excited for two seconds; 
that tho heart may beat for an hour, the 
auricles continuing to pulsate alone for 
over half that period, and that, putting 
aside tho rallos movements of tbo eyelid, 
the contraction of tho jaws and the jots oC 
blood from tho carotids, it seemed in this 
case as though a corpse had been decap- 
itated, so inert were tho remains of tUo 
convict. Drs. Regnard and Loyo cote how 
calm aud free even from physiological 
death-struggle symptoms is death by tno 
guillotine. There is not uven asphyxia.
